He Has Risen Like a Specter Before the 
Panama Conspirators. 


A TORRENT SET FREE BY CARNOT THAT 
MAY ENGULF HIM. 


More Arrests Ordered by the Cabinet 
Counoil To-Day— Plan of the Boulanger 
Remnant to Harrass the Government 
—Charies de Lesseps’ Imprisonment 
Hailed With Joy by Paris Socialists— 
Gloomy Outlook. 


Pants, Dec. 23.—Until yesterday M. Con- 
stans was thought tobe the manwho was 
pushing tothe precipice Ministers and Depu- 
ties, in whose ruin he saw political prefer- 
ment for himseif in the future. 

Yesterday’s revelations have. brought an- 
other figure to the front, and he 1s to-day the 
most dreaded man in France by those who 
know themselves to be implicated in the far- 
reathing Panama scandal. 

This man is M, Louis Andrieux, former Pre- 
fect of Police of Parisand Member of the 
Chamber. He has veen a rather peculiar 
figure in French public affairs. Though keen 
audableheisnot popular. Three years ago 
he was defeated in seeking re-election to the 
Chamberand has since been preparing to 
revenge himself against hisenemies and to 
gratify a greater ambition. He did not move 
until the uncovering of the first features of 
the Panama scandal showed him that com- 
plete exposure could not be averted. 

It is now accepted as truth that the origin 
of the prosecutions which have overwhelmed 
the nation must be attributed to President 
Sadi-Carnot. His object was to make cer- 
tain his own re-election. Todothis his po- 
litical rivals must be put out of the way. Car- 
not believed be haa in his possession all the 
essential facts in the Panaima steal, and that 
when these facts came out his chief rival, 
M. de Freycinet, Minister of War, would be 
disgraced. He gave the order to Ricord, 
Minister of Justice, to begin the prosecu- 
tions. 

All the world knows the result. De Frey- 
Cinet’s record stands out without tarnish; 
Carnot is himself in danger, while among his 
followers, Ministers, Senators and Depu- 
ties stand accused of bribery. Meantime the 
real story of the Panama corruption, with 
overwhelming evidence to back it, is in the 
bands of an ambitious, revengeful, brainy 
man—M. Andrieux, who wilimake the most 


of it. 
DAMAGING REVELATIONS. ‘ 
The statement of Andrieux, now in pos- 
session of the investigating committee, is by 
far the most important revelation yet made 


in the great frauds. 

Me said that he had a photograph ofa 
statement and account written by Baron de 
Reinach. This showed the names of the 
payees of checks drawn by Baron de Reinach. 
M. Andrieux wrote a list of names ona piece 
of paper and handed it to M, Brisson, saying 
at the same time that four other names, one

He wished It 
to be understood, however, that he could not 
guarantee absolutely the accuracy of the doc- 
ument or Baron de Reinach’s statement. In 
bis opinion, Baron de Reinach’s word was far 
from unimpeachabie. To his knowledge, 
Reinach had begun to pay personal debts 
with the money of the Panama Canal Co. 

When asked to explain a passing mention 
of the payment of checks to M, Floguet, M. 
Andrieux explained that Felix COottu, a dl- 
rector of the canal company, had told him 
Raron de Reinach once spoke of Floquet’s 
needing 750,000 francs for the secret service 

nd. 

7 Andrieux is reported to have declared 
that his purpose is to secure the revision of 
/ the Constitution of France and ,to stamp out 
opportunism in French politics. 

MORE ARRESTS ORDERED. 

Asaresult of these disclosures further ar- 
rests will be made. A conference between 
M. Ribot, the Prime Minister; M. Bourgeois, 
Minister of Justice, and M. Loubet, Minister 
of the Interior, was held this morning, ana 
orders were issued tothe police to make 
arrests of persons Implicated In the Panama 
scandal whose names had been piaced in 
possession of the Ministry by M. Andricux.

ATTACKING THE GOVERNMENT,

THE PERIL LESSEXED. 

The situation as a whole, while darker 
than ever as regards the public scandal, is 
certainly not so alarming as itappeared a 
few days ago, in peril to the |. Re- 
public itself. The fears of a great con- 
spiracy against the Government are begin- 
ning to subside, now that the crisis so close 
at hand is without a sign of execution of such 
a design, save Andrieux’s dramatic move to- 
day. The army has not shown a sign of 
trouble throughout all the disclosures thus 
far, which removes the possibility of a 
military revolution. No individual thas 
yet appeared who could hope to lead a- popu- 
lar revolt of any description. Cabinets and 
presidents may fall, but the vague fears for 
the Republic itself are passing away. 

A PANICKY FEELING ON 1HE BOURSE. 

A panicky feeling prevails on the Bourse 
and aconsiderable fall has occurred inthe 
price of 8 per cent rentes. At the 
close last night these securities were 
quoted at 98f Tlec. When the Bourse opened 
this morning the price offered was 97f 32%c, 
and the quotation steadily declined until at 
2D. m. 96f 70c was the market price. 2 

At 2:30 p. m. the tone became a shade bet- 
ter, RKentes had rallied and advanced to 97 
francs 27 centimes. Credit Fonciler, which 
during the early dealings had falien 4 points, 
gained strength and at 2:30 had gainad 10 
points. 

VOTE OF CONFIDENCE. 

When the Chamber assembled for its ses- 
sion to-day the first noteworthy incident was 
a vote of confidence In the Government by a 
large majority.

NO SCANDAL IN AMERICA. 

TERRE Hatte, Ind., Dec. 23.—Col. R. W. 
Thompson, ex-Secretary of the Navy, who 
was.President of the American Committee of 
the American Panama Co., says he has no 
Knowledge of. the. use. of any money 
for corrapt purposes, so far as the 
American end of the enterprise was 
concerned. He had no part in 
handling the money other than to receive his 
salary. ‘The Colonel said his faith in the tn- 
tegrity of Ferdinand de Lesseps was yet un- 
broken. In all the great engineer’s com- 
munications to him there was expressed the 
desire that no money be used other than for 
legitimate uses. Some time ago a series of 
thirteen questions was sent to Col. Thomp- 
son by the French Consul General, and these

was nothingheknew he was not ready and 
willing to tell, Dut he did not like the idea of 
being put in theattitade of making a state- 
ment in defence of his own conduct when he 
had nothing to defend.

Frightful | Calamity on a Colorado 
Railway. 


Passenger Cars Plunge Down a 50- 
Foot Embankment. 


EIGHTEEN PERSONS SERIOUSLY INJURED 
AND TWO DYING. 


The Wreck Takes Fire and Is Consumed— 
Only a Miracle Prevented a Greater 
Loss of Life—Spreading Rails Oaused 
the Train to Leave the Track—Several 
Fatal Collisions Reported — Casualty 
Briefs. 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo., Dec. 23.—Santa 
Fe passenger train No. |8, which left Denver 
at11:05 o’clock last night was wrecked be- 
tween land 20’clock this morning two miles 
east of Halsted, a small station five miles 
north or this city. The train 
was due here at 2:10 a. m. Sey- 
eral cars leff the track and plunged 
down an embankment of fifty feet, piling up 
the cars in a confused heap. Fire broke out 
almost immediately and added its horror to 
the scene. The train was running at the rate 
of forty miles an hour when the 
disaster occurred, and some of the 
cars were smashed into fragments. It 
was Marvelous, considering the character of 
the wreck, that the consequences to passen- 
gers were not more serious. 

Two boys, whose names are unknown, are 
dying at the hospitalinthis city. They are 
believed to be the only ones fatally injured, 
although almost everybody onthe train were 
more or less seriously hurt. 

The first that anyone on the train knew of 
the trouble was when the cars began bump- 
ing along the ties. 

Only the baggagecar, which was next to 
the engine, remained on the track. 
The express car turned over on its 
side and rolled down the embank- 
ment, standing on its head at the 
foot of the slope, completely upside 
down. The smoking car followed and imme- 
diately took fire. ‘The flames spread tothe 
next car, which was the day coach. The 
front end of the day coach was up on top of 
the embankment andthe otherend at the 
bottom. This car caught fire from the 
other and both were completely 
destroyed. The Pullman turned on its 
side onthe embankment. The accident is 
ascribed by some to spreadingralls, while by 
others it is charged to faulty wheels. The 
character of the accident, however, points to 
the spreading of rails. 

The Santa Fe immediately sent outa relief 
train with physicians and wreckiug crew on 
board. 

Engineer Weir of Denver was in charge of 
the train. He and Fireman Miller of La 
Junta were both uninjured. 

When the train was stopped it was on the 
end of Bridge No. 201, which crosses a deep 
gutly fully fifty feet deep. The tenaer of the 
engine got off thetrack, but the engine 
itselfremained. Congressman Lafe Pence 
and wife were on the train but were unin- 
jured.

A TREATY BROKEN. 


Constructing Three Vessels of 
War. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The fulltext of the 
reports on the Canadian lake question, 
which were briefly summarized in these dls- 
patches two days ago, is now accessible. 
The question of maintaining war ships on 
the greal lakes in contravention of treaty 
stipulation has engaged the attention of this 
administration since the fall of 1891. 

In that year G. L. Carden of the United 
States Revenue Marine Service was directed 
to investigate the subject. He madea quiet 
visit to Canada, and, under date of January, 
1892, submitted a report toSecretary Foster of 
the Treasury Department, giving the dimen- 
sions of the so-styled ‘‘new Canadian cruiser 
Constance,’’ which was arevenue cutter In 
name butinreality a warship. This report 
was transmitted to Secretary Tracy, who, 
commenting on it ina lettertothe Secretary 
of the Treasury under date of January, 
1892, said: 

*‘*Revenue cutters would not appear to come 
within the limitations of the treaty of 1817,for 
the United States maintains four revenue 
steamers on the Great Lakes varying tonnage 
from 419 to 499 tons each, and each carrying 
twoorthree guns. * * * The treaty pro- 
vides that neltber party shall maintain on 
the lakes a greater number of vessels than as 
follows: 

**On Lake Ontario,one vessel not exceeding 
100 tons, armed with one 18-pounder 
cannon;on the upper lakes, two vessels of 
the same description; on Lake Champlain, 
one vessel of the same discription: and that 
no other vessel of war shall be built or 
armed on these lakes.’’ 

The Treasury Deparment during the past 
summer and fall has kept fully advised of the 
continued activity ofthe Canadian authori- 
ties in building armed cutters on the Jakes. 

Under date of Dec. 8, 1892, Lieut. Carden, 
whospent much of his time in Canada col- 
lecting information on the subject. madea 
second reportto the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. He finds that the hull designs 
of three vessels recently constructed 
Or now on the docks, the Constance, 
Curlew and Petrel, show ‘suffitient strength 


to permit of the miountiag of 14-pounder 
rapid fine Maxim-Nordenfeldt guns.’’ The 
Nordenfeldt gun is the type of gun, he sars, 
which willl enter into the armaments 
of these revenue  cuiters. ‘*The 
positions,’” continues the report, 
mit of the placing of two guns, one of 
each bow, for a direct ahead fire. A third 
gun position tn the after portion of each ship 
xives an are of fire from sharp on 
one bow, round the stern to sharp on the 
opposite bow. The rails amidship will per- 
mit the placingin broad side of small caliber 
rapid fire and machine guns. The Norden- 
feldt battery mentioned for the Vetrel and 
her sisters, is more than a match for the 
combined batteries of the three United States 
revenue cutters on the lakes—the YPerry, 
Johnson and Fessenden.’’ 

Discussing the fighting quality of these ves- 
sels, Lieut. Carden says that ‘‘the hull dl- 
mensions of the Petrel, Constance and Curlew 
will enable them to maneuver witheaseinthe 
Welland Canal and in the event of any poss!- 
ble contingency maintain an effective patrol 
of that canal, at least for three or four days, 
until additional gun boats can be brought 
from the St. Lawrence River across Lake 
Ontario to the mouth of the Welland. Ordl- 
nary field batteries are not sufficient to stop 
these ships, whereas the rapid fire guns 
of the new craft willbe expectedto Keep hos- 
tile forces clear ofthe Welland locks until a 
sufficient number of British gunboats have 
entered Lake Erie to permit of menacing the 
cities of the Northwest.’’ 

In concluding his report Lieut. Carden, 
speaking ofthe United States revenue cut- 
ters now on the lakes, says: ‘‘They must 
needs be replaced by craft having their vitals 
protected and be given rapid-fire batteries 
embracing at least one 4-inch rifie 
foreach ship, supplemented by six- pounder 
rapid fire batteries. The present exposed 
condition of the machinery of the Johnson 
and Fessenden courts immediate destruc- 
tion.’’ 

This report of Lieut. Carden has occasioned 
suchcomment in the Treasury Department 
as emphasizing the need for new revenue 
cutters of a modern type upon the ifiakes, 
capable of coping, if need be, with those now 
beluag constructed by Canada. 

The President has under consideration the 
appointment ofa citizen of the United States 
as Chief Justice of Samoa to succeed Judge 
Cedarcran, who has been asked to retire 
because of the dissatisfaction on the part of 
the natives with his administration. Great 
Britain and Germany have left the selection 
of his successor to the United states Govern- 
ment.

SHIFTING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 


City Officials Making Great Efforts to 
Ward Off Criticism. 


Auditor Brown takes exceptions to the 
statement in yesterday’s Post-DiIsPaTcu 
that he failed to du his duty in fallingto re- 
quire canceled bonds and coupons tobe de- 
livered to him once a month, and makes the 
following statement: 

**Yesterday’s Post-DIspatTcu quotes from 
the revised ordinances as follows: 

Sec. 1651 of the Revised Ordinances says: 

All bonds, notes, coupogs, or other pablie liebill- 
ties of the city so paid by or on arcuunt of the ‘Treas- 
urer, siiall be returned directiyto him, arzd once 
every tmonth, and oftener, uM he desires it, the ac- 
couns ‘of the Treasurer for such payments, including 
all commissions and expenses, shallbe examined by 
the Comptroller and Committee of Waysaad Means, 
and the amountthereof shall be certified by them 
to the Auditor to be audited and allowed in favor of 
the ringette b as other claims are, and such bonds, 
notes, coupons or other indebtedness shall be by 
them effectually canceled and delivered to the Au- 
ditor for safe keeping, for which he shall execute 
duplicate receipts, one of which shall be delivered 
to the Comptroller. 

‘* ‘Under this section it Is the duty of the 
Treasurer to have his bonds, notes, coupons 
and other Hablilitles examined and canceled 
onceamonth. It istheduty of the Comp- 
troller to see that they are examined and 
canceled once a month. 

***it isthe duty of the Ways and Means 
Committee to see that they are examined and 
cancelea once a month. 

***Itis the duty of the Auditor to see that 
he receives the canceled documents and re- 
ceipts for them, 

***Not one of these officials has given at- 
tention to this law. 


**Now, what I complain of Is this construc.- | 


tion of the ordinance just quoted, for by that 
ordinance, simply and intelligently read, it 
is not the ‘duty of the auditor to see that he 
receives the canceled documents and 
ceipts for them.’ The ordinance is 
plain, which states that all such 
bonds, notes, coupons or other indebtedness 
shall be by them (the committee) effectually 
canceled and delivered to the Auditor for 
safe keeping. — 

‘*‘Neither the charter nor the ordinance 
just quoted gives me any authority to de- 
mand those documents, but to walt until 
they are delivered to me and then to have 
them in safe Keeping, which I have in the 
following manner: 

‘*When I took charge of the Auditor’s office 
I founda large lot (several millonjdollars’ 
—— of bonds and coupons) laying around 
n bundles and neither reported nor filed, 
owing to the fact that my pred- 
ecessor, Gen. Smith, had not the necessary 
help to do so. JI, however, made the matter 
Known to the Finance Committee of the 
Council, and that committee very promptly 
made an additional appropriation sufficient 
to enable me to engage the services of two 
more Clerks, whose almost entire time has 
been taken up assorting and posting in large 
folio booKs ali the bonds and coupons that 
have come into this office, which assorting 
and posting does away with any possibility 
of losing or misplacing them, and where they 
can be used as references, snowing payment. 

**Astoany direliction of this office in con- 
nection with the Treasurer’s office it is sim- 
ply untrue, for alithe checks and balances 
sae a to by the charter and ordinances 
1ave been lived up to to the very letter. 
Even more: For several times when the 
clerks in his office whose special duty it was 
to classify ana filethose bonds and cou s 
were out of work, I sent in to know if there 
were any more canceled bonds or coupons 
ready for delivery to the Auditor, which ac- 
cording -to the ordinances was clearly out- 
side of the duty of the Auditor. 

*‘*Asto the suspicions or surveillance of 
one department over another, outside of the 
prescribed checks and Dalances, I do not 
think there were any, for each know the 
other was undera large bond, and withthe 
checks, one upon the other, it Was almost or 
quite impossible to prove a'detauilter to an

To the unprejudiced mind Auditor Brown’s 
interpretation of the ordinance will not be as 
satisiactory as it is to his. 


The ordinance plainly provides that can- 


celed bonds and coupons shall be delivered 
to the Auditor oncea month. Itis therefore 
his duty to receive canceled coupons once a 
month, and if he does not do it he should find 
te — prevents him from complying with 

e law. 

It provides that he ‘*'shall’’ execute duplt- 
cate receipts. Every munth that Auditor 
Brown falled to execute du 
he failed to obey the law, and it was plainly 
his duty to demand that other officials should 
so perform their duties as to make it possi- 
bie for him to perform his. Had he done 
this the Foerstel steal couid not have contin- 
ued as long as it did.

IT LOOKS LIKE WAR. 


The Mexican Government Facing An- 
other Revolution. 


PROMINENT ARMY OFFICERS JOIN THE 
MOVEMENT OF REVOLT. 


Railroads Seized by Diaz fcr Military 
Purposes—Troops Sent to the Northern 
Ports ofthe Republie—Telegrams Passa- 
ing Across the Borders—Recent Battles 
and the Resalt. 


NEUVA LAREDO, Mexico, Dec. 23.—Reports, 
although confilcting, come from every part 
ofthe Northern side of the Republic, indl- 
cating the growth of the revolutionary 
movement, Dispatchesare rushing toand 
from the Mexican officials to the United 
Sates officers on the frontier and the belief is 
thatin the near future there will be a 
genuine revolution in Mexico. It is 
impossible to gain any information from 
those high In authority, as every one is under 
the strictest orders not to make public the 
telegrams, but this much is positively Known, 
that there was a battle on the ij7th on 
Mexican soll, near Guerrera, between Mex!- 
can troops and revolutionists, with a victory 
for the latter. 

An officer who desires that his name shall 
not be used, states that another battle took 
place on the 198th, whenten men were kilieda 
at Voralvo, where there is a garrison. At 
this place, five of the Mexican soldiers were 
buried half alive. Acourter with official in- 
formation gave it out that the revolutionists 
gave and asked no quarter, but in every way 
outfought the regular Mexican soldiers, those 
at Coralvo being a sleepy lot of half-breeds. 

It is also reported that another party made 
another raid at San Yenacio, but aid not re- 
crots to this side, but went on into Mexico. 
This is contrary to first reports, which were 
a part of the strategy of the revolutionists. 
They sent two Spies into Texas to spread the 
rumor that the revolutionists were on this 
side, and, while the Diaz forces were asleep 
and the United States forces hunting through 
the mesquite for men who were not even on 
the north side of the Rio Grande, the revolu- 
tionists were gaining strength and pillaging 
the North Mexican garrisons. 

It is reported here that the Government 
has seized the railroads for official purposes. 
A special train of twelve coaches left Monte- 


rey last night for Lampasas Gayos with 
eight companies of Cavairy, ang they will 
march with all possible speed toward Guer-.- 
rero, and by to-night there will be some new

| TRUST COMPANY POWERS. 

Referring to the possibility of future an- 
tagonism between the banks and the trust 
companies organized under our general in- 
corporation laws, a correspondent ques- 
tions the right of the trust companies to 
exercise banking powers under the Con- 
stitution of Missouri, and asks: — 

Will the editor of the Pos1-DIsPaTcH please 
examine sec. 26, art. 12, of the Missouri Con- 
stitution and express his opinion as to the 
validity of that part of sec. 2839, Revised 


Statutes 1889, which permits trust companies 
to receive moneys ana pay interest thereon? 


The section of the Constitution referred 
to simply forbids the enforcement of any 
act ‘‘authorizing or creating corporations 
or associations with banking powers(except 
banks of deposit or discount) * * * un- 
less the same shall be submitted to a vote of 
the qualified yoters * * * at the next 
general election * * ® and be approved 
by a majority of the votes cast at such 
election.’’ 

This seems to be merely a check upon 
the creation of banks of issue not first ap- 
proved by apopular vote. But it plainly 
implies that the General Assembly may 
create corporations or associations with

such banking powers as are exercised by |

The law does compel the Comptroller to do 
so in express terms. The duty of making 
such examinations is laid down in Sec. 
1651 of the Revised Ordinances relating to 
the Treasurer, but the responsibility is ex- 
plicitly laid upon the Comptroller in Sec. 
1656, which relates to his duties. This 
section reads: 

It shall be the duty of the Comptroller to 
make personal examinations of the books of 
the Treasurer and other officers whenever 
and as often as he may think proper, or the 
interest of the city may require, ana in con- 
junction with the Committee on Ways and 
Means of both Houses of the Municipal As- 
sembly shall ascertain by actual count the 
balance on handinthe Treasurer’s office or 
subject to his control; provided, that such 
examination and count shall be made as often 
as once a month. 

There cannot be a shadow of doubt as 


to the duty of the Comptroller under this 
section. He can compel the committees to 
get together if necessary by a mandate of 
court.

INTERFERENCE OF THE ib HAS 
NULLIFIED HIS ELECTION. 


London Society Convulsed by a Scandal 
in High Life—Eritish Topies—<cholera 
Increasing in Poland to anu Alarming 
Degree—Austrian Officer Gourt-Mar- 
tialed—Foreign News. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 2%8.—Mr, Justice O’Brien de- 
livered the decision of the court to-day on the 
election petition against -the return of 
Michael Davitt as member of paritament for 
North Meath. The decision deprives Mr. 
Davitt of the seatonthe same ground that 
resulted in the unseating of Mr. Fullam as 
memper of Parliament for South Meath. Mr. 
Davitt’s counsel admitted the evidence so 
far as Bishop Nulty’s pastoral denouncing 
the Parnellites was concerned, applied to 
North Meath equally with South Meath. The 
decision, therefore, was a foregone con- 
clusion and Mr. Davitt had endeavored to 
forestall it by offering to give up his seat in 
order to present himself again as a candi- 
date. This could not be permitted, the court 
holding that it could act only upon evidence 
actually before it and not upon admissions in 
advance of testimony. Mr. Davitt was elect- 
ed in the general election by 2,549 votes to 
2,146 for his Parnellite opponent, P. Mahony, 
who had been elected in 1836 without opposi- 
tion. 

The scenes which attended the contest in 
North Meath were even more exciting than 
in South Meath, owing to the  0bDitter- 
ness aroused by Mr. Davitt’s well 
known antagonism tothelate Mr; Parnell. 
Besides the use of al) the influence the priests 
could bring to bear in bebalf of pDaWitt and 
against the Parnelliite candidate, there were 
many severe physical encounters between 
the electors on both sides, and women as 
well as men took an active share in the 
struggle. 

The result of the case isa painful blow to 
Mr. Davitt, whois acutely sensible to any 
reflection on his personal honor, and who 
had with reluctance consented to be a can- 
didate for lar'iament. 

To-day two new cases of undoubted Asiatic 
cholera have been reported at Hamburg,and 
two of the patients who had previously been 
removed to the hospital died. .A general 
feeling of uneasiness exists, and with theap- 
proach of warm weather an exodus of the 
wealthier classes is looked for. 


LONDON’S LATEST SCANDAL. 


SOCIETY CONVULSED BY A LONG-KEPT SECRET 
REVEALED. 

Loxpon, Dec. 23.—Polite soclety 1s just now 
discussing with bated breath one of the most 
shocking scandals of the many that have 
Ssullied its history. This scandal will soon 
occupy the attention of the divorce court fn 
the form of a petition for the nullification of 
& marriage, which was presented on 
Dec. 14, by the . Rev. Edward A. 
Chichester, Vicar of Dorking, Surrey, 
on behalf of a most unhappy .§ giri. 
The scandal bad its origin in 1874, when Allen 
Marle De Hoghton, the unmarried daughter 
of Sir Henry De Hoghton, Baronet, head ofan 
anctent and noble family, was delivered in 
Milan, Italy, of a female child, the father of 
which was Alfred Arelius Clark, a wealthy 
man who moves in the highest society and 
whose name firures ih the court directory. 
Clark refused to marry hts victim. The birth 
of the child was Kept a secret and the mother 
returned to society, nobody being the wiser 
as to her shame. 

In 1887 Clark brought his illegitimate daugh- 
ter from a French nunnery to Little Hamp- 
ton, where they lived atthe Beach Hotel as 
guardian and ward. In 18990 Clark’s wife 
died. Some months afterward he proposed 
tohis supposed ward and actual daughter 
and was accepted. 

The marriage took places in London and 
father and daughter thenceforward lived to- 
gother as man and wife. In March, 1892, the 
giri, then only 18 years of age, gave birth to 
a baby boy, and in July following the un- 
happy child-mother discovered that her hus- 
band was her own father. The awful discov: 
ery nearly deprived her of reason. Every 
effort was made by Clark to coerce the girl 
into remaining with him, but she reso- 
lutely refused, and finally obtained 
the sheiter of a family, some members of 
which had assisted in hereducation. These 
people, after grave consideration, placed 
the matter before the Rev. Mr, Chichester, a 
gentleman wellknown for his 
and probity, and he took the gérl’s cause itnto 
his hands. It is belleved that Clark relles 
upon the difficulty that exists of proving that 
he was other than the girl’s guardian, as the 
birth of the child in Milan in 1874 was, for 
obvtous reasons, Kept absolutely secret, and 
legal proof will in consequence be very hard 
to obtain. Clark was in London to-day, 
although there were rumors that he had fled 
the country.

CRESPO DISINCLINED TO ACCEPT THE 
PRESIDENCY. 

Caracas, Venezuela, Dec. 23.—Gen. Crespo 
was overcome by an unexpected attack of ill- 
ness at the Cabinet meeting last Monday. He 
has been confined to his home withthe grip 
since that time. Gen. Crespo contemplates 
retiring to his country house when he has 
sufficiently recovered to beable to travel. 
Should he leave the capital, either Gens. 
Guerrera, Pietrie, Colina or his brother Luis 
Crespo Torres, will be placed in nomination 
until he can himself assume charge.

TRAIN ROBBED IN POLAND. 


Brigands Go Through the Coaches and 
Make Their Escaps>. 

WARSAW, Dec. 23.—A most daring and suc- 
cessfultrain robbery occurred last evening 
on the railway between this city and Kowal, 
atown eighty miles northwest of Warsaw. 
A body of brigands succeeded, by the use of 
signals, in stopping a well-fiiled passenger 
train ata pointabout midway between War- 

and Kowal. Once the train 


at a standstill it was boarded 
A number of the gang, all 
of whom were heavily armed. Others 
guarded the doors of the coaches to prevent 
the escape ofany of the passengers. peg. 
ning atthe forward end of the trajn, the 
brigands went through each coach with re- 
volvers in their hands and ordered the pas- 
sengers, men and women,to deliver their 
valuables and money to them. They even 
forced the married women to give up their 
wedding rings. Not theslightest attemptat 
resistance was made, and it is estimated 
that the plunder secured by the robbers 
amounted in value to 30,000 roubles, among 
which was a large sum of ready money. As 
the brigands were leaving the train they re- 
lieved the train handsof their watches and 
then bade them adieu, springing to the 
ground and disappearing in the darkness. 
The train th€n proceeded and when the next 
station was reached the authorities 
were notified of the robbery. Officers were 
sent from Warsaw, and it is belleved 
that the will succeed in capturing the 
thieves, whe are supposed to belong toa band 
of peasant robbers who Nbave been lately 
operating in the villages along the line of the 
railway. Itisthoughtthat their immunity 
from punishment emboldened them, and they 
determined to hold up the train. 
As the robbers are thoroughly acquainted 
with the country the officers will probably 
have a long chase after them.

TAKING A HAND. 


American Interests at Panama to Be 
Looked After. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 23.—The Federal 
Government has at last taken a step in the 
Panama affair. From a source very near the 
head of the Administration it is learned that 
as a result of the last Cabinet meeting, when 
the unprecedented action in refusing through 
bills of lading to American ships across the 
isthmus was considered, a cable was sent to 


the Government of Colombia. It requested 
that no steps be taken looking to the exten- 
sion of the time within whichthe Panama 
Canal must be completed until our govern- 
ment has had an opportunity to be heard 
upon the subject. The informant states that 
the cable had something to say as to 
the evident antagonism of the pres- 
ent management of the Panama Raliroad 
to American  interests.® It is said 
the President and Itis Cabinet are a unit as to 
the proper line of action to be pursued in 
this matter. The.State Department will im- 
mediately take active steps tor the preserva- 
tion of American interests in Panama, and 
within a few days a vigorous protest may be 
sent to Colombia against any intercession on 
the part of that Republic in favor of the 
’ anama company.

Health Officer Seguine telegraphed: I refa per- 
mits on these rags this morning. 

Dr. Jenkins returned to his office at 12 
o’clock, and immediately Issued a permit for 
the admission of the rags and they were un- 
loade.i at Hoboken and taken to the ware- 
house of the President of the Board of 
Health. Samples of the rags were then ob- 
tained by an official sampler, who made af_i- 
davit before a notary pubiic that he ‘*found 
inthe bales many bloody rags, as well as 
rags which apparently havecome from a 
hospital. Thé rags generally are very foul, 
ee the bales are stamped ‘Disin- 
ec Ms ’? 


Dr. Jenkins expressed surprise and agreed 
to make a personal investigation of the rags 
with the “mag “iy but failed to keep his ap- 
poilntment, e finally replied that he had 
not been able to go on urday, but failed to 
specify a time when he would go. 

Then an appeal was made to Dr. Walter 
Wyman, Supervising Surgeon-General of the 
Marine Hospital Service, in which it was 
said that there were large quantities of Rus- 
sian rags coming to this country and being 
landed here at Boston and other ports, add- 
ing: ‘‘If there is any danger in rags we are 
rigntin the midst of it, asof the large quan- 
titles being imported by Boston importers, 
acertain percentage are being stored away 
atthe paper-milis throughout the country 
for use in the spring and summer, and if 
they contain cholera germs the saine will be 
spread in the rivers when the rags are 
washed to be used for paper.’’ 

Later, the following dispatch was sent to 
Dr. Wyman: 

Referr ng to my registered letter of yesterday con- 
taining samples, piease wire me if you wiil take 
measures to secure your department this evidence, 
I wouidtike your department to fuliy investigate 
this matter for your ov n satisfaction and hope you 
will consider teimportantenough to come person- ' 
ally to see, as the practical knowledge is better than 
alitheories. The Adyisory Medical Board to the 
Chamber of Commerce ofthis city in their report 
say the only safe way to disinfect rags is by live 
steam orby boiling This is ione to Japan rags and 
if your departinent could see ite way to have only 
this method of disinfecting under supervision of de- 
partment agents onal! rags. permite to enter would 
satisfy the trade, receive the approval of the public 
and the strongsanctiou of the medical authorities. 
To-day’s papers report four deaths from cholera in 
Hamburg since Dec. 12. Please wire prompt reply. 

Tothese communications Dr. Wyman re- 
plied that nochange is contemplated rela- 
tive tothe sanitary restrictions. Since then 
the steamship Europe has arrived here with 
a carvo of Bussian rags. The steamship 
Martello, from Europe, by way of Hull, is 
expected to-day.Sbe has on board 900 bales of 
Russian, German and French rags. Another 
effort is to be made toinduce Dr. Jenkins to 
guard the health of the port by preventing the 
rags from being landed.

THe CORRIGAN CASE. 


The Hobdeken Priest R-gards the Settie- 
ment as a Victory. 


New Yor«, Dec. 23.—¥r. Corrigan regards 
the settlement of his Case with Bishop Wig 
asa distant triumph of the cause for which 
he was contending. He says: | 

‘*lam thoroughly satisfied with the result 
ofthe trial, I did not make any apology, but 
wrote a conciliatory letter to Bishop Wigger 
at the request of the arbitrators. The Bishop 
was anxious to have @ peaceful settlement of 
the controversy. He knew that I could prove 


everything that I wrote. He knew also that 
the case Would go against him. I was willing 
to go on with the trial and fight the battle to 
the end. Idid not make any overtures or 
concessions to the Bishop. The overtures 
came from the Bishop to me through his own 
arbitrators. 

*‘*When Frs. McSweeney and Kearney of 
New York decided the question raised in my 
Dehaif at the trial that Vicar-General O’Con- 
nor was unfitted by reasonof prejudice to 
act as presiding judge, it wasa substantial 
victory in my favor. Itwas not what the 
Bishop expected. The Bishop then sent 
arbitrators to see me for the purpose of ef- 
fecting a compromise. I refused to accept 
the terms that he offered. They wanted me 
to acknowledge that I Was wrong and that 
the Bishop was right, and that I should be 
sent toa retreat for two Weeks as an accept- 
able sentence. I unhesitatingly refused to 
sccoet this proposition. I jokingly replied 
that I would wo to a secluded retreat pro- 
vided the Bishop went with me, 

**When the bishops and the priests have a 
squabble such a sentence is !mposed by the 
Bishop to show the public that the Bishop 
has subdued the priest. I was then asked on 
behalf of the Bishop to apologize to the Ger- 
man priests of the Newark German Catholic 
Conference.which I had vigorously attacked. 
I again refused to accept that proposition. I 
said 1 would rather cat my own throat than 
apologize to those who were constantly 
bringing a foreign element to these shores 
to arouse dissatisfaction in the church in 
this couhtry. Then I was asked never to 
criticise the Bishop again in the newspapers. 
I replied thatlI had never criticised the 
bishop, except as far as his ownacts and 
conduct merited. Itold the arpitrators that 
I would never criticise the Btshop, except as 
far as the canonical law permitted. ialso 
insisted thatiha:! never indulged in criti- 
cism of the Bishop beyond thatiimit. I was 
also asted to apologize to the German 
Bishops, if 1 still refused to apologize to the 
priests orthe Newar« German Catholic Con- 
ference. I also refused to do that. 

**I want it distinetly understoo! that if I 
have unwittingly said anything that 1 should 
not have said, and which wounded Bishop 
Wigger’s feelings, Iam willing to withdraw 
it, asa gentieman should, but I would make 
no apologies, especially none to the anti- 
American element that wants to introduce 
Cahenslyism into this country. I represented 
nearly all of the anti-Cahensly priests of this 
country in the fight. My contention was 
against this foreign element morethan any- 
thingelse. I was aiming at the policy which 
the Pope himself denounced in vigorous 
words,’’ 

Bishop Wigeer was seen at Seton Hall Col- 
lege in reference to the abrupt termination 
of the Corrigan case. He declined to say any- 
thing about the settlement. None of the 
other priests at the college would express 
any opinion.

THE CARE OF CAGE BIRDS, 


How Canaries and Other Pet Songsters 
Ehould Be Looked After. 

You have never kept birds? You then have 
one experience worth living for, But few 
people keep cage birds profitably, and have 
but a faint understanding of their habits, 
and what is essential to successful manage- 
ment. True itisthat many care not forthe 


proats derived from their pets, yet we have 
alled to see a pieasure alone in keeping 
them without at leasta profit sufficient to 
pay expenses of raising them. As there Is 
quite a demand for good song birds, canary 
breeding is profitable; often as high as $10 
and $15 is paid fora single male bird, says J. 
W. Caughey in the Ind pendent. 

Some raise canaries in cages of various 
sizes, and often do so more from the lack of 
aroom properly provided for aviary pui- 
poses than any other reason. When possible 
we consider the attic room, well lighted, a 
southern exposure, away from noise, the 
best place to have for successful breeding. 
The room should be free from drafts and ar- 
ranged soastomakethe appearance of out- 
of-door life, as nearasitis possible to pro- 
vide. Small evergreen trees, planted in 
boxes of suitable size, should be placed about 
the room, witha dead treeof any kind for 
them to fly upon when needing rest. Avoid 
obstructions of uny Kind to their filght; the 
corner ofthe room is not the place to put a 
tree or box, for sometimes in just such 
places there is refuge for a_ frightened 
canary, an: once in a concealed spot they 
very often die, not knowing howto go about 
itto free themselves. Ittakes a great many 
birds to filla small room, ard a place may 
appear tenantless while a score or two of 
birds arescattered out on perches somewhere 
out of sight. 

Canartes are shy when strangers appear in 
thelr aviary, but soonlearn tokKnow those 
who constantly attend tothem, and become 
very tame. Never scare them by sudden

Efforts to Secure a Lessening of His /

the room for your birds, let us now consider 
the manner of hadling breeders. The nests 
and places best suited for them are points 
that need not be long considered. 
Sometimes the hanging of a 
number of cages (with nest, box 
or basket within them) about the room 1s as 
goou a pian as any; then again nests fastened 
under the most secluded boughs or branches 
ofan evergreen isan inviting place to coax 
them. Nestsare usually lined with camel’s 
hair, sometimes hair from a mattress, cot- 
ton and even very soft, fine, dry grass. The 
unmated canaries should be paired up to 
mates; thiscan be accomplished by placing 
theminacage with every comfort provided 
for hatching purposes. Once they are mated, 
they can‘ve liberated aiter being togethera 
week. It will take them another week to 
prepure for laying their egys, and from the 
time they commence sitting until the morn- 
ing of the thirteenth day, which time it takes 
to hatch, you must see to thelr wants very 
watchfully. \ 

In anticipation of the time for hatching, it 
is best to provide freshly all the necessary 
food they will require to feed the ‘‘iittle 
birds’’ when they arrive. Hard-boiled egg 
with the yolk only is one food that ts the 
most valuable to them; therefore, see that 
the egg tin is Kept suppiled with it con- 
stantly. The female will tenderly feed them 
a few hours afterthey are out of the shell 
and tuck them under her body, letting them 
take a nap, and then again, asshe sees they 
require food, administer a few bits of egg to 
the gaping mouth held up for each one’s por- 
tion. ‘ihe young will grow amen y | the 
next day they will appear almost double 
their former size, and under proper care 
will continue to grow larger and larger.

THEY WERE RUNNING A MINT IN A 


PINE FOREST. 


Dies and Metal Found in Their Posses- 
sion—More Arrests to Follow—Two 
Deaths Result From an Olid Feud— 
Train bers Confess-—Train Robbed 
in Poland—Crime News. 


West SurseRIon, Wis., Dec. 23.—What ‘1s 
claimed to be an arrest of great importance 
was made yesterday afternoon. The pris- 
oner is Frank McLean, a metal worker, and 
the city police who in connection with a 
swarm of United States secret service offi- 
cers have Deen working on the case, assert 
that he is a member of an active and danger- 
ous gang of counterfeiters. A large quan- 
tity of counterfeit coin, dies and metal was 
captured. Twenty Treasury detectives have 
been at work on the case for six months 
past, but Detective Earnshaw of the city 
police stumbled on the facts that 
led to McLean’s arrest. He‘ ais- 
covered a set of dies while working 
upa petty theft, and this gave the secret 
service men something to work, on. Capt. 
McRae of the Superior Police Department 
has lost his official head asa result of talk- 
ing too much while the case was being de- 
veloped, and itis alleged that but for Mc- 
Rae’s volubility six or seven arrests would 
have been made yesterday instead of one. 
The police hope, however, to effect other 
arrests. 

Six months ago silver counterfeits of all 
values, from dimes to dollars, appeared in 
nearly every prominent city in thecountry, 
and the West was literally flooded with the 
bogus coins, which were of a particularly 
dangerous character. The attention of the 
chief of the secret service was called to the 
counterfeits, and men were detailed to search 
out the gang that was putting them in circu- 
lation. Nothing was discovered, however, 
until Earnshaw found the dies, as stated 
above. The case was then followed up until 
it culminated in McLean’s arrest, He was 
arrested at his boarding-hpuse late 
last night by an officer who 
has been shadowing him for 
the past week. Hehas been allowed to see 
no one orto communicate with anyone since 
he was locked up. Three other important 
arrests are expected of men who have been 
under watch and who are where the officers 
can lay hands on them. Atlli o’clock two 
boys were brought into the central station. 
They are believed to be connected with the 
case, but the police refuse to give any in- 
formation concerning them. A bag fullof 
dies, bogus coin and metal was also 
brought in. 

The police say the gang has made its head- 
quarters along the south shore of Lake 
Superior, at points between Superior and 
Ashland, and that they have had ‘‘shovers’’ 
in every partof the country. They refuse, 
however, to give the names of any supposed 
tohave been connected with it, excepting 
that of the man named McLean under arrest. 


The money they say was made near South 
Barge, about ten milesfrom Superior. Here 
a cabin was built ona claim takenup Dy one 
of the counterfeiters inaionely spot in the 
pine woods. In this apparently safe Spot the 
coins were turned out by thousands and sent 
to every part of the country. The metal 
brougtit In indicates that this cabin has been 
invaded, but the police will not confirm the 
story.

BURGLARIZED A PRISON, 


SILVERWARE LIFTED FROM THRBBLACKWELL’S

New YorK, Dec. 23.—Burglars broke into 
the house of Warden Louis D. Pilisbury of 
the penitentiary on Blackwell’s Island and 
stole a big cedar chest containing $1,500 
worth of silverware and got away on Tues- 
day night, but the incident has been kept 
Mr. Pillsbury slept ina 
room about fifteen feet from the treasure 
chest. Heis alight sleeperand the door of 
his room is only slatted. He heard noth 
ing. The housekeeper’s door was within 
six feet of the chest. She also heard 


nothing. Across the wide hall is the room 
whereachild and her nurse sleep. Their 
door was open, bDutthe first news anybody 
had that strangers had broken into the house 
was Wednesday morning, when the house- 
keeper found tne parlor door closed and the 
window open a couple of inches and the 
paint scratched Later came word that the 
cedar chest was lying on the ground about 
600 feet north of the warden’s house rified of 
evrything save the plush cases which had 
held the sliver. Regarding the bold theft the 
warden says: 

‘*We have no clew as to the burglars so far. 
Somebody who knew exactly where the silver 
was got his crowd together, got a boat, 
landed some place onthe island, came into 
the house and stole the stuff. The cedar 
chest was nearly full of solid silver, mostly 
the wedding presents of my daughter, Mrs. 
William Crichton, who was married four 
years agoand isnow in West Virginia. It 
was worth $1,000 easily, and probably was 
nearer $1,500. Some of the sliver was 
marked.’’

THE CHILIAN INDEMNITY. 


It Will Be Divided Among the 
Claimants. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 23.—A few days 
ago the State Department turned over tothe 
Navy Department the $75,000 indemnity re- 
ceived from Chili in settlement of the claim- 
of the members of the Baltimore’s crew, 
killed, injured and imprisoned in Valparaiso 
on Oct. 16, 1891. The Navy Depart- 
ment is now considering the means 


by which this indemnity can be 
most justly distributed among the 
claimants. There are bo less than thirty 
persons interested. The family of Rigxin, 
who was killed, Turmbull, who subse- 
quently died from wounds, will receive a gen- 
erous part ofthe indemnity. Six men were 
seriously wounded during the attack and 
they will also receive a portion of the 
amount. Something over twenty men were 
more or less injared or were im 
prisoned and the claims of these men will re- 
celve due consideration by the department. 
It is not unlikely that Secretary Tracy will 
convene a board of naval officers to de- 
termine to whom the money shall be paid, 
this being the usual method pursued by the 
department in cases involving the distribu- 
tion of money, and asthe testimeny of the 
Baltimore’s crew upon the return of that 
vesselto San Franciseo is complete, sucha 
board could readily arrive at just conclusions 
in the matter.

A Holland Expert Passes Favorab.y on 
the Find. 

NAMPA, Cal., Dec. 23.—The report of Kunze, 
the Holland diamond expert, that precious 
gems really exist in the diamond basin region 
in Owyhee County has created a great flurry 
in this place. Kunze came from the Dasin 
Thursday and left for Chicago. He said that 
he had found a dliamoniu-bearing ledge near 
the mouth of Rabbit Creek, which extended 


nearly to the summit and crossed the dila- 
mond basin. There wasno doubt in his mind 
that genuine diamonds had been discovered. 
All of the ledge he found had been located by 
the Nanfipa people. Before Kunze departed 
for Chicago, where he will forma mining 
company, he left word that If any person dis- 
turbed the ground or ledge he should be im- 
mediately notified by wire. He wanted no 
work commenced unless he was upon the 
ground. 

At least thirty Botse people departed for the 
diamond basin yesterday morning. People are 
flocking !n there from all parts, forgetting 
that there is no means of shelter. San Fran- 
cisco parties offer $20,000 for the original 
claim up: nwhich were found the stones in 
1865. Six of these diamonds sold In New York 
for $2,000. Thetract is claimed and owned by 
Messrs. Given, Horn a Gilmore of this 
place. Whether they will accept this offer is 
not known. Mr. Skuntly of the great dlamond 
house of Van Amerigen & Co, of Amsterdam 
says these fields are precisely the sameas 
those of South Africa and Brazil and esti- 
mentee them to be larger than either of the 
above.

ALONG THE ANDES. 


Survey of the Northand South American 
Railway. 

NEw York, Dec. 23.—The preliminary sur- 
veys for the projected continental railroad to 
connect the republics of North America with 
those of Central and South America have 
been practically completed, and although 
the official reports have not yet been pub- 
lished the three commissions have Geclared 
that a practicable route has been 


found, the engineering problems pre- 
sented by which in noinstance exceed those 
encountered in the construction of the 
Canadian Pacific and other transcontinental 
roads of North America. The route from 
Mexico through Central America down to the 
Costa Rica frontier, presents practically no 
problems Whatever, and the section thence 
op to the City of Panama has already been 
thoroughly surveyed by an independent pro- 
jector, . . George de Polignac, who is atthe 
present time negotiating with the Colombian 
Government for a concession to construct a 
railway between the city of David and 
Panama. ‘he section between Panama and 
the valley of the Atrato has not been regular- 
ly maveree. but the ground 1s already so well 
known that there is no necessity for any pre- 
liminary exploration.

HIDING THE MURDERER. 


Good Story of Early Days in a’ California 
Town. 
From the San Jose News, : 

‘*In early Gays my experience in this city 
led me to believe that, among the rough 
classes they hada very expeditious way of 
disposing of epurderers by doing away with 
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the victims,’’ said a pioneer to a News re* 
porter. ‘‘this method obviated the incon- 
venience to which murderers are often in 
these days subjected by reason of tedious 
trials, notto say anything of the confine- 
ment in jail and danger of being hung. 

*“*The incident to which I refer took place 
in 1850, in an adobe Mexican gambling house. 
AS hear as 1 can judge it stood a Ittle to the 
rearand south of thesiteof the new Post- 
office building. If I am not mistaken a por- 
tion ofthe walls of the building were stand 
ing not long ago. 

**I bad not been in the habit of frequenting 
such places, but as I had a little time! 
thought I would look around town and see 
what I would find in the way of excitement. 

**I was rather foolhardy those times, and I 
pushed my way into this little adobe hut that 
was crowded with drunken Mexicans, all en- 
gaged in gambling. There were not many 
white men in San Jose then, mostof them 
having gone tothe gold*mines in Eldorado 
and other northern counties, and when I 
made my appearance among the crowd of 
dark, hard-looking gamblers, they looked at 
me with considerable surprise. 

‘*I made my way to the table where they 
were eh pey a game ofcards. I never knew 
what kind ofa game it was, for the instant 
I looked on the tabie there happened a start- 
ling accident, which completely disconcerted 
me and made me rush from the place in 
alarm. 

A pistolrang outand a Mexican who was 
seated on a bench next to the wall dropped 
dead witha ghastiy wound in his head. I 
anaga number of others scrambled out of 
there immediately, andI went and notified 
the Alcaide and several other officers of the 
7 place. 

‘*I think the Government building was lo- 
cated then about where Druid’s Hall is now, 
at the northeast corner of Market and El- 
dorado streets. Severalof the officers went 
with metothe gambling-house. There was 
considerable delay, that to me seemed unac- 
countable, and it was an hour after the fatal 
shot was fired before we finally reached the 
gambling-house. The games, which were 
open and did not seem to be In the least pro- 
hibited, were again in pregress, as if nothing 
had happened, and no trace of a dead man 
could be found. 

‘*Inquiries of the gamblers as to the shoot- 
ing scrape and a man being killed were met 
with looks of amazement and wonder, and 
denials that there had been any such occur- 
rence. There were notraces of bloodon tne 
wall or on the bench where the murdered 
man sat, and I found myself in the peculiar 
position of being entirely ynsupported in my 
story abouta murder i then made a search 
for the tody or other evidence of the crime. 
I suspected that I was more than retarded in 
my work by the officers. I spoke Mexican 
very Well, having been among them several 
years. 

‘*‘I was not satisfied, and demanded that 
there must be some sort of an official inquiry 
into the affair. To this the authorities ac- 
ceded, and the next day a half dozen of those 
thatI wassure had seen the tragedy were 
called uponto testify what they knew about 
. To my astonishment, even under oath 
all disclaimed any knowledge of any pisto 
having been fired or any one having been shot 
atthe time 1 claimed, or at any other time 
that asy. ’ 

‘*lt was sald by the witnesses that no one 
was missing among their friends or acquaint- 
ances, and therefore no could have been 
murdered. Sounanimous was the testimony 
against me that the officers began to turn 
upon me looks as ff they suspected me of in- - 
sanity, and Il actually began myself to doubt 
whether or not the awful scene L had beheld 
was reality or a vision. The investigation 
came to nothing and nothing more was ever 
done about the matter. I afterward learned 
in a confidential sortof a way that the mur- 
dered man was avery hard character and 
aswindier-at cards and, therefore, he ha 
=: been marked out among the gamblers as 
a victim for a bullet, 
‘*On the occasion in question he 
doing some especially high-handed 
his end came. How the body 
Se away so neatly and ben my so 
shorta space of time was ‘a’ I 
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might be in danger after that, but, although 
for several months subsequently I .was 
around among the Mexicans at all ‘hours of 
the day and night, was never harmed or 
even threatened.
